Not having the sum of $1,000 each on 
their persons, they were remanded to 
jail. They gave their names as John 
Gholtz. aged 26. and Russell McDuff, 
aged 18. The Junction City officers be- 
lieve in the arrest of these two men 
they forstalled the robbery of the new 
bank at that place, as they carried a 
complete kit of tools, consisting of 
drills, chisels, revolvers and shells that 
are supposed to be loaded with ex- 
plosives.

Mrs. Leola Goff Barker passed away 


at the family residence, 446 Clark 
street, at 9:30 Tuesday morning, and 
the announcement of her death came as 
a shock and great surprise to all who 
knew her. 
While it was known that 


Mrs. Barker had been ill, her condition 
was not considered critical, even by 
the attending physician, and she was 
able to sit up and be wheeled out into 
the sitting room as late as last Friday. 
Monday night she rested nicely, and 
when her sister, Mrs. Ida Pipe, who 
slept on z couch near her bed, arosf at 
about 7 o'clock Tuesday morning, she 
appeared to be enjoying a 
natural, 


quiet s-leep. Thereafter she awoke and 
appeared perfectly conscious, but later 
her niece, Miss Mabel Pipe, heard her 
breathing heavily and called the other 
members of the household. Dr. Rice, 
who happened to be passing, was called 
in and recognized at once that the lady 
was dying, the attending physician, Dr. 
Rogers also being summoned and did 
everything possible for her relief, but 
she quietly passed away at the above 
hour, death being directly due to heart 
failure, the result of ptomaine poison- 
ing. 


While in Chicago about six weeks 


ago, where she went for the purpose of 
purchasing her fall stock of millinery 
goods, Mrs. Barker contracted ptomaine 
poisoning from eating- mushroom sauce 
on steak, and although she relurned 
home the following day and every- 
thing possible was done to counteract 
the poison in her system, she had grad- 
ually failed, being confined to her bed 
most of the time. 
Notwithstanding 


that she had two relapses during: her 
illness, her recovery was looked for. 


The deceased lady was born at Green 


Bay, July 25, 1873. Her maiden name 
was Leola Goff and she was the second 
dauhgter of Dr. and Mrs. W. W. Goff, 
who removed to Stevens Point when 
she was a small child. She was edu- 
cated in our public schools and eight 
years ago was married to Jerome L.

The Common Drinking Cup. 


The Kansas state board of health has 


issued the following rule: 


"No person or corporation in charge 


of or control of any railroad train, or 
station or public or private school or 
state educational institution shall fur- 
nish any drinking cup for public use, 
and no such person or corporation shall 
permit on said railroad train, or sta- 
tion, or at said public or private school 
or state educational institution, the 
common use of the drinking cup."

future follow the lead of Kansas in 
this step for public health, which re- 
cent knowledge of the causes of com- 
municable diseases makes practically 
compulsory. Already in Wisconsin a 
number of schools have installed sani- 
tary drinking fountains.

There wss no money 
In tbe game as yet. oaly glery. bu£ cer- 
tain rtetj 'iionplaylng members of tbe 
fashionable clubs bad begun to hire 
star* from other clubs -'by offer* of 
money or'"Jobs." 


Tbe foundation atone of professional 


baseball, however, was laid when tbe 
Atlantica. the Eckforda, tbe Mutuals 
and tbe other crack teams of Brook- 
lyn began playing on tbe old Union 
grounds. 
This arena was a fenced 


basin used In winter as a skating 
link. In 1862 tbe owners decided to 
make It continuously profitable by 
tvrnlng It Into a summer baseball park. 
'Experimentally they charged a regu- 
lar ten cent fee at tbe gate. 
They 


'found that spectators were willing to 
pay even when they raised tbe price 
to 25 cents. Half of these fees went 
to tbe ground owners and baif to tbe 
clubs. So came the appetite for gate 
receipts, and "business" bad entered 
the game.-ColIier'a Weekly.

Sergeant Cuff, One of Wilkie Col- 
lint' Creations, "I Have Never Yet 
Met Such a Thing as a Trifle." 


If you ask dome London publlHher* 


they will tell you that no book nella HO 
well aw a detective story am' that peo- 
ple still find a fascination 
In the 


achievements of Kd»?ar Allan Poe'* 
Dupln, Gaborlnu's Lecocq and Tabu ret 
and the redoubtable Sergeant Cuff of 
Wilkie Collins. 


These men were the forerunners of 


Sherlock Holmes, and their feat* of 
erlmlnal tracking were an remarkable 
an those achieved by the famous char- 
acter created by Sir Arthur Conan 
Doyle. 
Perhaps the least known Is 


Cuff, who figures In "The Moonstone." 


Cuff looked for clews In trifles. 
In- 


vestigating a smear on a newly paint- 
ed door, he was told by the superin- 
tendent who had the case In hand that 
It was made by the petticoats of the 
women servants. The superintendent 
said petticoats were trifles. 


"In all my experience along the 


dirtiest ways of this dirty little world." 
replied Cuff. "1 have never met such 
a thing as a trifle yet 
We must see 


the petticoat that made tbe smear, and 
we must know for certain that the 
paint was wet" 
** 


Lecocq. the beau Ideal of the French 


detective, was wont to explain his de- 
ductions to assistants, just as Sherlock 
Holmes did to his friend Watson. In 
the story of "File No. 113" a safe has 
been robbed. There is a scratch on 
tbe door of the safe which seems to 
hare been made by the key slipping 
from the lock. But Lecocq explained 
that tbe paint was bard and that the 
scratch could not have been made by 
the trembling hand of tbe thief letting 
the key slip. 


He therefore bad an iron box made, 


painted with green Tarnish, like the 
safe. 
As J>cocq inserted the key be 


asked the assistant to endenror to pre- 
vent him using tbe key just as be was 
about to insert it in tbe lock. The as- 
sistant did so. and the key beld by 
Lecocq. pulled aside from the lock, 
slipped along tbe door and traced-upon 
it a diagonal scratch from top to bot- 
tom, tbe exact reproduction of tbe one 
shown in a photograph of the safe. 
Thas it was prored that two persons 
were present at tbe robbery —one 
wished to take the money and the 
other to prevent Its being taken. 


In tbe play Sherlock Holmes, the 


detective, with the aid of an accom- 
plice, raises an alarm of fire at the 
bouse of tbe Larrabees, during the ex- 
citement of which he is able to inves- 
tigate tbe mystery of tbe purloined 
documents. 


A somewhat similar incident occurs 


in Edgar Allan Poe's "The Purloined 
Letter." when Dupla. baring obtained 
entrance to tbe bouse of a minister 
of tbe state who bad purloined a let- 
ter of great Importance from a lady, 
wished to take it from its biding place 
—a card rack over the mantelpiece— 
and substitute 
a facsimile. 
While 


Dupin was talking to the minister 
there waa a sudden report of a pistol 
beneath tbe window, followed by fear- 
ful screams and loud shouting. The 
minister rushed to the window, and 
while bis attention was thus distracted 
Dupln took tbe real letter and substi- 
tuted tbe false one which be bad pre- 
pared. Needless to say. tbe diversion 
bad been created by Dupln's assist- 
ants. 


Although "Tbe Adventures of Sher- 


lock Holmes" somewhat overshadow 
the stories of other detectives which 
appeared In the Strand Magazine, one 
should not forget to mention Martin 
Hewitt, investigator, and Dick Don- 
ovan. 


Both these detectives worked alone 


and were paat masters In tbe art of 
solving robbery mysteries, murders 
and the crimes of secret societies. 


And tbe value of noting trifles, par- 


ticularly In detective work, is striking- 
ly Illustrated in "The Case of Mr. Fog- 
gatt" The latter had been murdered 
in bis chamber, which was situated at 
tbe top of tbe building in which Hew- 
itt had an office. Hewitt was the first 
one on the scene. The door was lock- 
ed, and when he got Inside the room 
he found Fogeatt lying across the ta- 
ble, shot dead. There was n sheer 
drop of fifty feet outside the windows. 
How bad tbe murderer got in, and 
how had he escaped? 


On the sideboard were the freshly 


bitten remains of an apple. 
Hewitt 


noticed that it had been bitten by a 
person who had lost two teeth, one 
at the top and one below. 
He also 


saw that the dead man had an excel- 
lent set of false teeth, with none 
missing. lie observed, too. that an ac- 
tive young man could, by standing on 
the window sill, draw hlmwlf on the 
roof and thus escape- 
Thus Hewitt 


comes to look for a tall, athletic look- 
ing young man with two teeth miss- 
Ing. He finds him, obtains by a ruse 
another spple which he has bitten, 
compares the two and ultimately ob- 
tains the startling story of the mur- 
der from the murderer himself after 
the coroner's Jury had returned a ver- 
dict of "accidental death." — London 
Tit-Bits.

The Satchel With a Falae Bottom and 


the Slit In the Ore** Near the Belt 
Some Schemes Successful Becaua* of 
Their Very Simplicity.

are the trick* of tbe modern shoplift 
era, declare store detectives, it keep* 
tbe detectives busy to "get on" to the 
devices of the men and women who 
live by their wits in stealing from 
•tores. For tricks that are canny few 
classes of criminals, it is said, ap- 
proach them. 


The method of stealing by using tbe 


satchel with a false bottom is one of 
the cleverest of tbe tricks. 


Well dlfigutaed, the shoplifter enters 


a store. Her eyes run over the coun- 
ters. She perceives the object she 
wants—usually something small and 
valuable, sometimes a purse a custom 
er has left lyinjj on the counter. 


Over the object the shoplifter places 


her satchel. Pretending to delve into 
the satchel to extract a purse or hand- 
kerchief, the tLief lifts a false bottom 
In the bag, reaches under it. draws in- 
side the desired article, adjusts the 
false bottom, closes the satchel and 
walks away. 


"Rut this is only one of many clever 


ruses employed." declared a detective 
the other day. "The women especially 
are ingenious. Their dress, of course, 
helps them. 


"One of tbe methods of stealing Is 


for the shoplifter to have a slit in her 
dress near the belt. As she stands near 
the counter she can deftly seize the 
article desired, be it a piece of lace 
or costly fabric or a bit of jewelry, 
and slip it Into the skirt. The folds of 
tbe skirt are voluminous and conceal 
the thing stolen. 


"Some tricks are successful because 


of their simplicity. 
A fashionably 


woman may walk into the 


clothing department, look over coat 
suits, pick up one, fold it neatly up, 
place it under her mcoat and waik 
awaj. 


"If she is detected she will indig- 


nantly declare that she bought the suit 
gome time before and that she has 
brought it back to be altered. 


"Or a woman, her hands glittering 


with rings and dressed in the latest 
style, may walk into tbe store some 
winter day. 
She wears only a rich 


coat of dark fabric. 


"In the coat department she will ask 


to see some fur lined coats. Oh, she is 
very particular and tries on one after 
another. Other customers come up, and 
the saleslady gets busy with them 
while madam is trying to suit herself. 


"While the saleslady is turned she 


puts on one of tbe richest sable trim- 
med coats, turns on her heel and 
walks away.

growth as soon as frost Is out of the 
ground should be set out in the fall. !

prevent injury from 
deep 
freezing. ' 


Rhubarb and asparagus plants, wheth- 
er young or old, begin 
to 
develop 


buds which form the stalks just as ' 
soon as the weather turns mild in the 
spring. As soon as the buds develop 
there is a corresponding growth of 
rootlets. When the plants are set out 
in the fall the earth is settled about 
the plants and root and top growth 
starts early in spring, frequently as 
early as the last week in March. Fall- 
planted roots not only make an early 
growth, but they become so firmly es- , 
tablisbed in their new home as to be 
better able to resist the dry, hot days 
of the following summer. 


Hardy shrubs, deciduous trees, also 


apple, pear and plum trees, black- 
berry, raspberry and currant bushes 
should always be set out in the fall if 
it is possible to obtain the trees and 
bushes. 
If planted in 
spring 
they 


should be set out just as soon as the 
frost is out of the ground and 
the 


ground is dry enough to handle. This 
work should not be commenced until 
the lea%es fall—that is, not before the 
tenth of October.

mending skim milk for painting, gives

three pounds of Portland cement and 
add sufficient Venetian red paint pow- 
der to impart a pood color.

othor colored paint powder may as 
well be used. The milk will hold the 
paint in suspension, but the Cement, 
being heavy, will sink to the bottom, 
so that it becomes necessary to keep 
the 
mixture 
we31 
stirred 
with 
a 


paddle. 
Mix only enough at a time 


for one day's use. 
Six hours after 


painting this pa:nt will be as immov- 
able and unaffected by water as a 
month-old paint. Cases are on record 
of this sort of paint being in good 
condition after 20 years and it has 
preserved the wood admirably. 
The 


addition of carbolic 
acid or some 


other disinfectant makes it very suit- 
able for dairy work, as Jt then has a 
cleansing effect.

Bread Baking. 


"After many years at bread baking." 


said a woman. "I found my bread long 
in rising in winter after working it on 
the bread board, -which was usually 
cold. I bought a tin one. heated it be-

chilled the bread. Instead of using a 
pan, which quickly chills. 1 bought a 
wide crock, always had it heated on 
the stove, placed my bread in it and 
covered with a piece of woolen blank- 
et, with the result my bread was ready 
to bake much sooner than it was when 
this precaution was not taken." 


A slate slab, such as is used for 


roofing, also makes an excellent bread 
board, and it is often procurable for 
nothing. It can be heated very hot 
and placed under a crock or pan of 
dough to assist slow bread in rising 
on a very cold dav.

At Tebuk, 430 miles from Damascus, is the 


first oasis of any size, and here a depot has 
been formed, at which the railroad can re- 
coup itself before another long strentch of 
nearly waterless desert Is entered and the next 
depot at El Ula reached. A group of buildings 
for the employes, a small repairing shop, and a 
hospital with 60 beds form the principal part 
of the depot. 


Tebuk consists of a group of date 
palms 


about a half a mile square, deriving water from 
a large spring and watched over by another 
of the masonry forts which mark a pilgrim sta- 
tion. Altogether there were about 60 mud 
houses, with a few walled gardens belonging 
to the permanent inhabitants of Tebuk. All 
that were seen were of a distinct1'" p»grold 
type, different from the nomad Bedouin 
llj" 


surrounding country i» but sparsely inhabited 
by Arabs 


Besides date palms, there are in the gardens 


a few lemon trees and pomegranates, and out- 
side are some few fields of wheat, cultivated 
principally as green fodder. The Italian en- 
gineer in charge of this section had managed 
to make a garden in the sand, where by means 
of irrigation he grew most kinds of European 
vegetables, but none of the Inhabitants seemed 
inclined to ropy his example. 


It seems certain that Mohammed visited Te- 


buk in his earlier wanderings, and tradition 
refers to Jebel Sherora as the Pulpit of the 
Prophet, probably from its commanding posi- 
tion overlooking all tae surrounding country. 


The rainfall in this country Is extremely ca- 


pricious, and perhaps two or even three years 
may elapso before there In any appreciable fall 
here, although at Maan there appears to be 
always some rain in the spring. 


Of animal life there appears to be very lit- 


tl* 
An antelope, which the Turks call a wild 


cow. 
but which looks to be oryx beatrix, is to 


b« found in this district, but only In small 
number**. The large troops of gazelle seen 
north of Maan do not roam here. It is said that 
the ostrich is occasionally found, and the skin 
of one specimen Is preserved in Maan station 


The desert air is extremely dry and clear, 


always invigorating, and even the great heat 
in summer is not a* insupportable as in a 
damper climate, where the 
thermometer Is 


probably lower Climate has without doubt a 
gr^at effect on the human character and In-

buildings, all of very solid masonry, as well as 
bridges and culverts, of which there are a 
great number, have been constructed mostly 
by Italian workmen, with some Greeks and 
Montenegrins 
As many as three or four hun- 


dred Italian workmen were employed at one 
time on the -works near Tebuk, and so little 
did fanaticism come into play that they built 
the fine new mosque at Tebuk. Subsequently 
they instructed some Turkish engineers, who 
continued the work from El Ula to the Holy 
City itself. 


It is difficult to think of this railroad be- 


coming a great highway or developing any 
great trade with Central Arabia, as the sec- 
tion from Maan to Medina traverses an unpro- 
ductive country without possibility of develop- 
ment, and the interior of Arabia has no sur- 
plus products to dispose of. In any case, when 
the line reaches the sea. at Sherm Rabigh, it 
is probable that any trade, either export or im- 
port, to Medina or Mecca will pass 
througB 


that port in preference to the long land jou* 
ney. 
Tbe following summary of distances 


shows the extent of the line: 
Damascus to Maan

Damascus to Tebuk 
430 miles 


Damascus to El Ula 
609 miles 


Damascus to Medina

The gauge of the line is the somewhat curi- 


ous one of 1.05 meter (3 feet 5% inches), 
which was necessary, when the line was first 
commenced, to correspond with the gauge ol 
the Beirut-Damascus line, over which the roll- 
ing stock bad to be brought The branch to 
the Mediterranean, at Haifa, was constructed 
subsequently. The rails were supplied by the 
American Steel Trust, by a French firm dom- 
iciled in Russia, and by the firm of Cockerlll. 
in Belgium. 


The engineers in charge of sections were 


also of various nationalities—French. Poles. 
Hungarians, etc—while the guiding spirit In 
the construction has been Melssner Pasha, a 
very able German engineer. But beside* these 
tbe general direction has been under Marshal 
Kiazlm Pasha, to whom the greatest credit Is 
due in bringing the line successfully into Me- 
dina, and to Hajjl Mukhtar Bey. a brilliant 
Turkish engineer, who has absorbed all mod- 
ern methods of construction, and completed 
the last section Into Medina without European 
assistance. 


In conclusion, it Is difficult which to admire 


the most, this far-reaching conception of his 
majesty the sultan—to build the line and thus 
to further the interests of his religion and bind 
together the outlying portions of his empire— 
or the silent, unswerving devotion of the Turk- 
ish soldier who has carried the matter to a 
conclusion, and* who watches without com 
pl*lnt over miles of line through a country aj 
moat-without water or inhabitants. 
'
